ASKED 10 PUSH 
SCHOOL BILLS 


St. Louis’s civic, professional, 
fraternal and labor organizations 
were asked for help yesterday in 
persuading the Legislature to 
pass the Board of Education’s 
legislative program. 

Alex Aboussie, chairman of 
the board's legislative committee, 
said at a public meeting attend- 
ed by about 150 persons that 
the program is needed to ‘“‘pro- 
vide a unified, smoothly-operat- 
ing school administration’ and 
to make possible construction 
of greatly needed classrooms. 
The meeting was held at Gal- 
laudet School, 1616 South Grand 
boulevard. 

The board has five bills be- 
.fore the Legislature, Aboussie 
“noted. The most important of 
‘ these, he said, is a bill which 
would give the St. Louis school 
system centralized administra- 
tive control. 

This bill, known as the reor- 
ganization bill, was praised by 
Victor D. Brannon, director of 
the Governmental Research In- 
stitute. Noting that similar legis- 
lation had been introduced in 
the General Assembly many 
times, he called the current bill 
“‘a very good one, the best that 
has been before the Legislature 
in many years.” 

Objectives Listed. 

The political scientist said the 
bill has four objectives, each of 
great importance. These are: 
Making the superintendent of 
schools responsible for both the 
instruction program and school 
buildings; establishment of a 
merit system for non-certificat- 
ed employes; improving the fi- 
nancial setup of the school 
system, and allowing a reason- 
able amount of flexibility in the 
administrative system. 

Aboussie noted that the St. 
Louis school system is the only 
one in the state which is re- 


quired by law to operate its ie 
struction and building depart- |

two-thirds to a simple majority. | 
Aboussie noted that three times | 


in recent years, voters have 
given a simple majority to a 
bond issue but failed to provide 
the two-thirds requirement. With 
additional classrooms the great- 
est need of the school system, 
the current requirement has 
served to harm the welfare of 
the children, he said. 

By reducing the majority need- 
ed to authorize a four-year tax 
rate, the board would be able to 
plan its educational programs on 
a longerterm basis, Aboussie 
said. A tax rate may now be set 
for two years with a simple ma- 
jority. 

Bill on Tax Rate, 

Another bill before the Legis- 
lature would authorize the board 
to set a tax rate of $1, instead 
of the current 89 cents, without 
approval of the voters. 

Aboussie pointed out that all

Opposition to reducing or elim- 
inating the present merchants 
and manufacturers tax at the ex- 
pense of home owners was voiced 
fast night by Mayor Raymond R. 
Tucker. 

In separate speeches before the

Republican opponent for Mayor, 
Ben H. Lindenbusch, of the mer- 


chants and manufacturers tax. 
Lindenbusch has said that the 
tax is damaging business. 


Tucker said the tax on busi- 
nesses yielded about $9,000,000 in 
the 1959-60 fiscal year. Should 
the tax be abolished and the lost 
revenues recouped from . the 
property tax, he said, an increase 
of 63 cents on each $100 as- 
sessed valution would be necés- 
sary. 


“Any campaign promise to re- 
duce or abolish this tax on busi- 
nesses must be made with the 
knowledge that these revenues 
must be made up somewhere 
else,’ Tucker said, ‘I, for one, 
do not want to see the property 
owner make up the loss.” 

The Mayor said there was a 
need to make the merchants and 
manufacturers tax more equita- 
ble. This can best be accom- 
plished by supporting a charter 
amendment in the April 4 munic- 
ipal election bringing many busi- 
nesses not now subject to licens- 
ing within the scope of the tax, 
he said.

VIENTIANE, March 14 (AP) 
—About 1200 Nationalist Chinese 
irregular troops, reported armed 
with new United States military 
equipment, crossed the Mekong 
river from Laos into Thailand 
today. 

Associated Press photographer 
Lucien Coudoux said he saw the 
troops, armed with United 
States-made rifles, machine 
guns, mortars and bazookas, 
marching toward the Mekong 
yesterday. 


Reports of United States sup- 
plies for the irregulars have be- 
come a sore point with govern- 
ments of Southeast Asia which 
have been harassed by the ir- 
regulars for years. 


All the troops had disappeared 
by this afternoon, Coudoux said. 
Laos police told him they had 
crossed into Thailand at Xieng 
Khong. 

The Nationalists, driven into 
Laos by Burmese army troops 
last month, left a disarmed com- 
pany behind to enlarge an air- 
field near Nam Ho, about six 
miles southeast of Houei Sai, he 
said. 

It was reported in Taipei that 
Nationalist China has sent three 
C-119 Flying Boxcars to Saigon 
south of Viet Nam, to start evac- 
uating the irregulars to For- 
mosa.

Still Backing Resolution for Use of 
Force if Necessary — Tananarive 
Decisions May Be in Violation of 
New Constitution.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., March 14. 


THE UNITED STATES and a majority of the Asian and Afri- 
can nations indicated continued support today for the U.N. Security 
Council resolution authorizing the use of force as a last resort to 
stop a civil war in The Congo, despite attacks on that resolution 


by a group of Congolese leaders. 

Eighteen Congolese leaders, in- 
cluding President Joseph Kasa- 
vubu of Leopoldville and Moise 
Tshombe of Katanga province, 
meéeting in Tananarive in the 
Malagasy Republic have de- 
manded that the Security Coun- 
cil resolution of Feb. 21 be re- 
scinded. 


No official action on the de- 
mand has been taken. It has 
been carefully studied and widely 
discussed, however, even be- 
fore receipt of a cablegram from 
Kasavubu. 


Continued support of the Secur- 
ity Council resolution, and of 
previous U.N. actions on The 
Congo situation, was indicated 
privately by representatives of 
nearly all nations, including the 
United States, which voted for 
those actions. It was said Secre- 
tary General Dag Hammarskjold 
had no alternative but to act 
under Security Council and Gen- 
eral Assembly resolutions. 


“To the United Nations, at the 
moment,’ one diplomat said, 
“the meeting of Congolese 
leaders in Tananarive was just 
a conversation between 18 men.” 


IN THE FIRST PLACE, it 
was pointed out, the decisions 
of the Kasavubu-Tshombe group 
were taken outside the constitu- 
tion under which The Congo, a 
former Belgian colony, was 
granted independence last June 
30. In many respects, the deci- 
sions appear to be contrary to 
that law. 


Even if all the provincial lead- 
ers had been present at Tana- 
narive, U.N. diplomats said— 
and the Stanleyville government, 
controlling about one-third of 
The Congo, was absent — there 
is no constitutional provision for 
such decisions by such a group. 
The fundamental law of The 
Congo provides for the establish- 
ment and operation of a parlia- 
mentary system of government, 
headed by a Prime Minister and 
a President. 


All United Nations actions re- 
lated to The Congo, it was 
pointed out, are based on as- 
sumptions that the fundamental 
law is binding, that the central 
government is the competent 
authority and that the territorial 
integrity of The Congo is to be 
maintained. All three assump- 
tions are violated by the Tanana- 
rive decisions, U.N. diplomats 
said. 


The Tananarive conference fa- 
vored ehanging The Congo into 
a loose confederation of states. 
The central government would 
be replaced by a council of 
states—which could act only by 
unanimous decision. 

However, it was pointed out by 
U.N. diplomats, details of the new 
form of government, apparently 
including the name of the new 
type of state, are not to be 
worked out for another two 
weeks or so, when another con- 
ference of provincial leaders is 
to. be held. 


TWO EVENTS, meanwhile, 
are expected to help illuminate 
tlie situation in The Congo for 
U.N. diplomats, 

Rajeshwar Dayal, Hammar- 
skjold’s personal representative 
in The Congo, is scheduled to ar- 
rive tomorrow. Later this week, 
the final report of the U.N. Corigo 
Conciliation Commission, headed 
by Jaja Wachuku of Nigeria, is 
due.

What Stodgy Volumes? 

Attacking the evils of the “‘pub- 
lish-or-perish” rule that can make 
some professors’ lives miserable, 
the writer of your editorial of 
March 3 (“It’s a Waste of Paper, 
Too”) fails to recognize one im- 
portant point in favor of research. 

This is that someone who is him- 
self immersed in the discovery of 
knowledge of the critical interpre- 
tation of the past and present may 
not only produce contributions to 
science and culture, but may also 
make an exciting teacher for in- 
quiring young minds. 

Universities must encourage (by 
promotions, grants, and the like) 
creative scholarship and research 
among the faculty, so that they can 
hand down methods and _ tech- 
niques, as well as standards and 
values, that will inspire new gen- 
erations to follow the often diffi- 
cult path of pursuit of new knowl- 
edge. 

Also, the editorial in question 
weakens its argument against me- 
diocre scholarship by citing a poor 
example. “Is it not time,” the 
writer asks, “‘to make an end to 
all those stodgy volumes on The 
Modern French Novel?” 

Now it so happens that the mod- 
ern French novel, with its exis- 
tentialist background and its experi- 
mental techniques, is a fascinating 
aspect of contemporary literature. 

It is also a topic that has been 
written about by some of the most 
brilliant (and least “‘stodgy’’) schol- 
ars alive. 

What specific works does your 
editorialist have in mind when he 
refers to “‘stodgy volumes’? Can 
he name some? 

If he means the books on the 
modern French novel by Henri 
Peyre and Germaine Bree, or the 
studies of Frohock, Melvin Fried- 
man, Lynes, Cohn and others in the 
United States, or those of Auerbach 
or Poulet abroad, then he directed 
his superficial scorn at a field in 
which he must be either ignorant 
or lacking in critica] judgment. 

Unless your writer comes forth 
with titles to support his disparag- 
ing reference, he will stand con- 
victed in many eyes of having, 
with most unscholarly irresponsi- 
bility, set up a straw man to push 
over.

Rights in the Balance

Example in Ohio 


Gov. Dalton should be interested in know- 
ing that when the Ohio General Assembly 
opened this year Gov. Mike DiSalle renewed 
his battle to revise Ohio’s utility regulation 
law. 

Ohio’s law permits utilities to earn a rea- 
sonable rate of return on the current 
value of their property. In other words, 
the rates of gas, water, electricity and other 
utility services can be set high enough to 
yield a profit not only on capital actually in- 
vested in the enterprise, but on the capital 
that would have been invested if the whole 
plant had been built at today’s prices. 

Gov. DiSalle thinks this is wrong. The 
United States Supreme Court in the con- 
trolling cases has said it was wrong. Common 
sense says it is wrong. So Gov. DiSalle is 
using the power of his office in an effort to 
protect the rights of consumers who other- 
wise might find nobody to represent them. 

* - * 


Utility lobbies usually have greater influ- 
ence upon legislative bodies than consumers, 
if only because they work at it all the time 
and the general public has no comparable 
representative. But a Governor can afford 
to speak up for the general public, and Gov. 
DiSalle is doing so when he advocates a 
change in the Ohio laws to base utility rates 
upon actual rather than replacement cost. 
He may not win, any more than he won in 
the previous legislative session, but at least 
he will make sure that the general public’s 
case has been forcefully presented. 


Missouri’s regulation law is more equitable 
to consumers than Ohio’s. It provides that 
the Public Service Commission in fixing rates 
shall consider, “among other things,” the 
return to be earned on “capital actually ex- 
pended.” In spirit this language plainly 
means, we think, that the rate base should 
follow the depreciated original cost formula. 
But the State Supreme Court has ruled other- 
wise, and has told the Commission to take 
into account not only actual cost of the plant 
and equipment but its “fair value,” whatever 
that may be. 

So far, no great harm has been done to 
utility consumers. The Commission, while 
taking “fair value” into account as ordered, 
has not yet fixed any rates which outrageous- 
ly exceed a fair return on original cost. But 
its authority to do so will exist until the law 
is amended to make clear that Missouri wants 
utility valuations to be real instead of imag- 
inary, historical instead of inflated, concrete 
and determinable instead of vague and inde- 
terminate. 

* * * 

Such a basis for rate regulation will not do 
any wrong to the utilities, or impair their 
ability to provide good service. That part of 
their plant which was built at high prices 
will go into the rate base at high prices. 
If the rate of return now adjudged to be 
“reasonable” ever fails to attract enough 
capital to supply good service, the Commis- 
sion could raise the rate. But the valuation 
would have to be honest. The investment on 
which profits are earned would have to be 
actual investment. The consumer’s interest in 
fair rate regulation would have to be pro- 
tected. 

We believe Gov. Dalton has a duty in Mis- 
souri, as Gov. DiSalle recognizes one in Ohio, 
to champion the consumer’s interest in a re- 
vised regulation law. Perhaps he might not 
win, The General Assembly might turn him 
down. But surely it would be a satisfaction 
to him to know that he had at least tried to 
restore a sound basis for utility regulation 
in Missouri. 


U nliterary Note 


In 1947 an unknown author paid $700 toa | 


publisher to print'a novel entitled “Bartholf 
Street.” Its plot involved the so-called eternal 
triangle but the book proved considerably 
less than eternal—its author received 40 
cents in final royalties, paid in postage 
stamps. Perhaps the mode of payment was 
fitting, however, for the author became Post- 
master General J. Edward Day. Republican 
Congressman William E. Miller of New York 
charges that the “racy” book may have led 
Mr. Day to halt use of the cancellation stamp 
inviting people to “report obscene material 
to the postmaster.” 

Such literary criticism aside, Mr. Day was 
right to erase use of the cancellation stamp. 
It was an open invitation to everyone to try 
his hand at being a censor. Certainly books 
cannot be barred from the mails on the basis 
of personal predilections. As the courts have 
sometimes found, postmasters in general and 
even Postmasters General have not always 
proved competent censors, and they do not 
need a confusion of mass assistance. 


Postmaster General Day may well have had 
other reasons for ending the cancellation 
stamp than the raciness of his admitted pot- 
boiler, which raced nowhere until Repre- 
sentative Miller gave’ it such unwarranted 
publicity. Right now the book is said to be in 
demand in Washington. Censorious comment 
always seems to evoke more literary interest 
than pride of authorship. 


Teeth in the Farm Law 


The deadline set by Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Freeman for passage of an effective 
feed-grain production bill occurs Wednesday, 
with little indication that Congress will meet 
it. By March 15, Mr. Freeman said some 
time ago, commercial corn planting will be 
under way in Southern states. But regardless 
of what may be happening on the farm, the 
politicians in Washington are locked in con- 
troversy over the matter of compliance. 

Bills have been passed by Senate and 
House. Both are aimed at inducing farmers 
to cut production of corn and grain sorghums 
by giving growers who reduce acreage pay- 
ment for their idle acres, plus eligibility for 
higher government support prices on grain 
they grow. The House legislation would al- 
low Mr. Freeman to sell surplus feed grains 
at prices below support levels if necessary, 
thus depressing prices and discouraging non- 
complying farmers from increasing their 
plantings. 

The Senate bill eliminates this enforcement 
feature. Grain dealers oppose it as disrup- 
tive of their business, and they may be right. 
But from the standpoint of the broad public 
interest, surely it should be clear by now 
that to increase support prices without cur- 
tailing production can only result in still 
larger surpluses. Without teeth in the farm 
bill, many farmers might find it more profit- 
able to stay out of the program than to go 
in, thus reaping the benefit of higher price 


supports without paying the price of lower 
production. 

Any compromise between Senate and House 
should include an enforcement provision sim- 
ilar to that in the House bill. Quite likely 
it would not be necessary for Mr. Freeman to 
use it, but it is necessary that a weapon be 
available. 

This controversy, added to the delay in the 
formulation of President Kennedy's farm 
message, seems to show that despite the 
mounting problem of surpluses the contend- 
ing farm factions are not yet ready to com- 
promise on measures to benefit the whole 
country. Some farm statesmanship is badly 
needed. 


Homes: 40 Years to Pay 


Serious questions need to be asked about 
one feature of President Kennedy’s housing 
program—Government insurance of no-down- 
payment, 40-year mortgages on homes cost- 
ing no more than $13,500 at an interest rate 
of 5% per cent. 


Can the long period of such loans be justi- - 


fied? If a 30-year-old man built a home on 
these terms, he would be 70 when making 
his last payment. His equity would build up 
slowly, so he might lose his property rather 
quickly in case of an economic set-back. And 
he would pay more than the cost of the house 
in interest. Given current building costs, 
would a $13,500 house be worth very much 
at the end of 40 years? Would it even be 
standing then? Or would such housing cover 
thousands of suburban acres and make them 
the slums of the not very distant future? 


No doubt the terms are attractive. The 
monthly payment on a $10,000 mortgage 
would be $51.58, which after adding taxes 
and insurance might be less than a home- 
owner would have to pay as rent. And there 
is a real need for housing for those who do 
not qualify for subsidized, low-rental projects 
yet cannot afford to pay much more. Thus 
35 per cent of all new homes built last year 
were in this price range. The construction 
industry—with one in every six workers now 
unemployed—would be stimulated by the pro- 
gram. But would the purchaser get his 
money’s worth? Would cities get socially de- 
sirable housing? . 

Perhaps the President had a misgiving or 
two since he suggested that the plan be tried 
only for a period of 12 to 18 months. He 
also suggested such alternatives as assistance 
for non-profit, co-operative housing sponsored 
by churches, fraternal organizations, unions 
and local housing authorities. And Congress 
would do well to consider a national version 
of New York’s Mitchell-Lama law under which 
housing loans are made to limited-profit 
groups at from 3 to 4% per cent. It is chief- 
ly through the’ reduction of financing costs 
that adequate housing can be made more 
available. Even lenders and builders, eager 
for a boom in a lagging industry, might con- 
sider the possibilities of cutting costs instead 
of spreading them over more years. Some 
of them must have nodded approval when 
the President said: 


A nation with ugly, crime-infested cities 
and haphazard suburbs does not present 
the same image to the world as a nation 
characterized by bright and orderly urban 
development. 

Surely not only the President should be 
concerned about the image of America. 


The Court Aids the Budget 


Gov. Dalton’s precarious budget is becom- 
ing less precarious. The budget depends 
upon. such imponderables as what the Legis- 
lature might do and what the Supreme Court 
might do, and the court has answered for 
itself by upholding the use tax. 

This 2 per cent levy on goods sold outside 
the state for use in Missouri was enacted in 
1959 to reinforce the sales tax on goods sold 
here. Last September a lower court held the 
tax invalid. Revenue directly or indirectly 
produced by the use tax is estimated at 
$32,000,000 biennially and the ruling left the 
use tax the greatest imponderable of all in 
the new budget—greater even than income 
tax withholding or higher cigarette and liquor 
levies on which the Governor also counted. 

The Supreme Court’s action, though based 
on legal considerations apart from the budget, 
fills the largest budgetary gap. Meanwhile 
the Legislature has finally enacted withhold- 
ing and is working progressively on the other 
tax. proposals. It begins to appear that Mis- 
souri might be able to finance the 121 mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of new and improved serv- 
ices which Gov. Dalton recommended for the 
biennium. After that the state should be in 
a good position to review its tax and revenue 
structure, 


Books That Never Were 


It is well that the United States Informa- 
tion Agency is taking steps to correct the 
conditions disclosed several days ago by Rich- 
ard Dudman, a Post-Dispatch staff corre- 
spondent. Mr. Dudman, a member of the 
newspaper's team making a Latin American 
tour, revealed in a story from Montevideo, 
Uruguay, that a huge publishing venture fi- 
nanced by USIA was cut back drastically 
after a secret investigation. - 

The USIA began this investigation last May 
or June, but nothing was known of it publicly 
until last week. ‘The inquiry cast doubt on 
whether millions of books supposedly spread- 
ing United States information and culture 
were printed at all. Officials of the agency 
in Washington immediately sought reports 
from all field branches conducting publish- 
ing programs, 

The principal fault seems to have been 
laxity in supervising the output of a Buenos 
Aires publisher. The publisher agreed to 
put out a specified number of paperbacks for 
direct delivery to USIA at a price to cover 
the cost of these and several million addi- 
tional books he was to distribute in South 
America on his own. The question is whether 
the books not delivered to USIA ever were 
printed and disseminated. 

The importance of mass distribution of 
publications reflecting an image of the United 
States is emphasized in a subsequent Monte- 
video dispatch by Mr. Dudman. This reveals 
that every week three tons of propaganda 
from the Soviet Union, the Communist satel- 
lites and Red China enters Montevideo to be 
sold cheaply in bookstores or peddled from 
door to door. This is what the United States 
must compete with in a single South Ameri- 
can city. The USIA has always been limited 
as to funds, but Congress will not be inclined 
to be more generous unless it spends its 
money efficiently,

Botching Hibachi 
Is No Hard Task 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 14. 

THOUGH SPRING PEEKS coyly around the corner these 

bush green days, the evenings are still too cool to use the 
sutside barbecue. 

We have been cooking inside on the hibachi—it is dread- 
fully gauche in our com- 
munity to use the stove. 
And what if somebody 
should drop in unexpected- 
ly and catch you! 

The hibachi is a small 
iron stove the size of a 
football helmet. You fill it 
with charcoal. It is about 
large enough to cook two 
lamb chops. We eat mea- 
gerly but stylishly. 
The hibachi requires a 
tJ great deal of instruction: 
“Fill the firepit with char- 
coal and light. The draft 
may be regulated by the sliding door at the bottom below 
the grate.” 

The hibachi is a Japanese invention—no doubt the Japa- 

mese reply to the Surrender on the Missouri. 

What they do NOT tell you is the sliding iron door (reg- 

wleting the draft) becomes the same temperature as the glow- 
ing charcoal. I lost a good deal of skin finding that out. 


I bought the hibachi from the barbecue store man. 
Barbecue is so social in our social set that we even 
have a store devoted to this serious art. 

“Clever fellows, these Japanese,” said the barbe- 
eue man. “Just tuck this in your fireplace and dinner 
is practically ready.” 

“HOW DO YOU START the charcoal, Barbecue Man?” 

“I am giad you asked that intelligent question,” he said, 
reaching for a can on the shelf. “Not all my customers are 
es foresighted as you. 

“Take this can of Brite-Glo,” he said, reading the instruc- 
tions on the back. “Spray a little on the charcoal. Let it 
stand for a few minutes while Brite-Glo penetrates each 
piece. Then light.” 

Well, Brite-Glo costs a pretty penny. But we must cook 
ea charcoal or have our chef's cap with funny sayings re- 
moved in terrible disgrace. 

I sprayed it on the charcoal. While it penetrated, I put 
eon my chef's cap and the barbecue apron with the pocket 
marked “Crying Towel.” 

I got out the long-handled barbecue fork. 

I lit the charcoal with a long-+handled Japanese match. 
(My equipment is excellent. Approved by all the other bar- 
becue chefs in the neighborhood.) 

Brite-Glo started off brightly. 

It burned with a cheery sort of flare. 

It flickered low and finally went out. 


I could not detect any glow among the charcoal 
briquets. But I picked one up with the tongs. The 
tongs are so long you have to put on glasses to see 
what you are handling. But we couldn’t barbecue so- 
elally without them. 

FINALLY, I FELT THE CHARCOAL. It had the slight 
ehill of evening on it. 

I sprayed the whole bed with Brite-Glo again. I mean I 
doused it! I soaked it good. 

This time it went up with a great whoosh! 
erm’s length and it took my eyelashes off. 
down, I took a sneaky peek at the stuff. 

Brite-Glo was burning all cight. It was burning in the 
air, About an inch off the charcoal. It was going into gas 
and was not laying a warm glove on the charcoal. 

For a moment there, I thought—heaven forgive me for 
a weak sinner. I thought of turning on the electric stove 

But instead, I soaked a newspaper in Brite-Glo. And I 
put * UNDER the charcoal where it would have to leap a 
foot in the air to burn above it. 

’ The lamb chops, I might add, were excellent. Left you 
a little hungry. But you can’t have everything, can you?

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New Testament in Modern English Version 


Portion of ‘New English Bible,’ Translated From Greek by British Scholars, Published Today

THE NEW TESTAMENT por- 
tion of the long-awaited ‘“‘New 
English Bible” was published to- 
day. 

It is a magnificent translation 
of the Scriptures into modern 
English, far easier for contem- 
porary readers to understand 
than the 350-year-old King James 
version, yet graced with many 
of the felicities of style that have 
endeared the King James to all 
lovers of the language. 

A select team of scholars from 
leading B rit ish universities, 
headed by Prof. C. H. Dodd of 
Oxford, spent 13 years preparing 
the New Testament translation. 
Another group is still at work on 
the Old Testament, which will 
appear in about six years. 

“The New English Bible” is 
not a mere revision of earlier 
versions, but an entirely fresh 
translation from the original 
Greek into the idiom of today. 
A secret panel of literary ad- 
visers, including some of Brit- 
ain’s top poets and novelists, as- 
sisted the biblical scholars in 
their work. 


The result is a Bible which 
anyone can read and compre- 
hend. Many passages whose 
meaning is obscured by the 
archaic English of the King 
James version leap into life 
in this new version, and strike 
the twentieth century reader 
with the same force that the 
Greek original had for the 
world in which it was writ- 
ten. 


The new Bible appears under 
the joint auspices of the major 
Protestant churches of the Brit- 
ish Isles. It is being published 
by the Oxford and Cambridge 
University presses. The standard 
edition of the New Testament 
will sell for $4.95. 


Anticipating great public in- 
terest, the publishers ordered an 
initial printing of 500,000 copies 
largest in British publishing his- 
tory. 

The new translation is intend- 
ed primarily for private reading 
rather than for liturgical use in 
public worship. But unlike some 
previous modern translations, it 
is not so informal that it sounds 
breezy or slangy. It is cast in 
simple, clear English prose, nev- 
er stilted but always dignified. 
This reviewer can see no good 
reason why it should not be used 
in public worship. 

In fact, he is inclined to go 
way out on a limb with the pre- 
diction that “The New English 
Bible” will succeed in doing 
what no other. translation has 
been able to do since 1611— 
namely, supplant the King James 
version as the standard Bible of 
English-speaking Protestants. 

The need for such a new Eng- 
lish translation has long been 
apparent to church leaders. As 
Prof. Dodd puts it, “If the Bible 
is to make any impact on the 
minds of people at large, its 
documents need to be under- 
stood. And there is incontro- 
vertible evidence that the lIan- 
guage of the (King James) ver- 
sion is no longer understood by 
large sections of the popula- 
tion.” 

Scholars have identified more 
than 1000 English words used in 
the King James version whose 
meaning in common usage has 
altered so greatly over the past 
350 years as to make a biblical 
passage baffling, or even posi- 
tively misleading, to a twentieth 
century reader. 

Moreover, there have been 
tremendous advances in biblical 
translation techniques during the 
past 50 years. New manuscripts 
have become available which are 
centuries older and considerably 
more accurate than the texts 
used by the translators of the 
King James. The discovery of 
the Dead Sea Scrolls and other 
ancient documents have thrown 
significant new light on the 
meaning of words in the ‘‘com- 
mon Greek”’ of the first and sec- 
ond centuries A.D., in which the 
New Testament was originally 
written. 

All of these considerations 
prompted a group of American 
scholars to bring out, in 1952, 
the ‘“‘Revised Standard Version” 
of the Bible, under the auspices 
of the National Council of 
Churches. 

More than 5,000,000 copies of 
the “RSV” were sold in the first 
five years after its publication, 
and it has been widely hailed by

church leaders as a much clear- 
er and more accurate rendition 
of the Scriptures than the King 
James. 

But despite the favor it has 
found among serious Bible stu- 
dents, it had never come close 
to supplanting the King James 
in popular affection. 

The translators of the Revised 
Standard Version consciously 
sought to uSe language suitable 
for public worship, and also to 
preserve as much of the literary 
style of the King James version 
as possible while changing spe- 
cific vords and phrases where 
necessary for clarity. 

The trarslators of ‘‘The New 
English Bible” ignored all pre- 
vious translations, and appear to 
have consciously avoided the 
language of the King James. 
Their approach was to decide 
exactly what a passage meant 
in the original Greek. Then, 
instead of merely substituting 
English words for Greek words, 
they sought to render the full 
meani g of the passage in liv- 
ing, contemporary English. 

Thus the new Bib!'s is much 
more strikingly ‘‘different’’ 
from the King James than is 
the RSV. And in the opinion of 
this reviewer, it is vastly more 
readable and more effective in 
communicating the biblical mes- 
sage to modern man. 

For example, here are some 
of the Beatitudes, from Christ's 
Sermon on the Mount, as they 
appear in the three versions:

“He took his seat, and when 
His disciples had gathered round 
Him He began to address them. 
And this is the teaching He 
gave: 

‘How blessed are those who 
know that they are poor;

Even in familiar passages like 
the. nativity story, where the 
poetic language of the King 
James has gained the strongest 
hold on popular affection, ‘‘The 
New English Bible’’ rises to the 
challenge of telling the same 
story with equal beauty—and 
greater clarity. 

The second chapter of St. 
Luke’s Gospel in the King James 
version begins: 

“And it came to pass in those 
days, that there went out a de- 
cree from Caesar Augustus, that 
all the world should be taxed. 

“(And this taxing was first 
made when Cyrenius was gover- 
nor of Syria.) 

“And all went to be tax 
every one into his own city. 

“And Joseph also went 
from Galilee, out of the city 
Nazareth, into Judaea, unto 


“And she brought forth her

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first-born son, and wrapped him 
in swaddling clothes and laid 


him in a manger; because there 
was no room for them in the 
inn.” 

Now here is the same passage 
as it appears in The New Eng- 
lish Bible: 

“In those days a decree was 
issued by the Emperor Augus- 
tus for a general registration 
throughout the Roman world. 
This was the first registration of 
its kind; it took place when 
Qurinius was governor of Syria. 
For this purpose everyone made 
his way to his own town; and so 
Joseph went up to Judaea from 
the town of Nazareth in Galilee, 
to be registered at the city of 
David, called Bethlehem, be- 
cause he was of the house of 
David by descent. And with him 
went Mary who was betrothed 
to him. 

She was pregnant, and while 
they were there the time came 
for her child to be born, and 
she gave birth to a son, her first- 
born. She wrapped him round, 
and laid him in a manger, be- 
cause there wag no room for 
them to lodge in the inn.”’ 

Even in its typographical 
aspect, ‘The New English Bible” 
will seem different to readers 
conditioned to older versions. It 
does not use numbered verses 
as do the King James and R.S.V. 
The translators point out in a 


preface that “the conventional 


verse divisions in the New Testa- 
ment date only from 1551 and 
have no basis in the (original) 
manuscripts.” 

The temptation to quote the 
new version endlessly must be 
resisted. But here are a few 
more samples, which the reader 
can compare to his present Bible 
or Bibles: 

From the thirteenth chapter of 
St. Paul’s first letter to the 
Corinthians: 

“I may speak in tongues of 
men or of angels, but if I am 
without love, I am a sounding 
gong or a clanging cymbal... . 
Love is patient; love is kind and 
envies no one. Love is never 
boastful, nor conceited, nor 
rude; never selfish, not quick 
to take offence. Love keeps no 
score of wrongs; does not gloat 
over other men’s sins, but de- 
lights in the truth. There is 
nothing love cannot face... .” 

From St. Paul’s second letter 
to his young aid, Timothy: 

“Before God, and before Christ 
Jesus who is to judge men liv- 


ing and dead, I adjure you. . . 
Proclaim the message, press it 
home on all occasions, convent!- 
ent or inconvenient, use argu- 
ment, reproof and appeal, witr 
all the patience that the work of 
teaching requires.”’ 

From St. Matthew's account 
of the first Easter: 

“The Sabbath had passed, and 
it was about daybreak on Sun- 
day, when Mary of Magdala and 
the other Mary came to look at 
the grave. Suddenly there was a 
violent earthquake; an angel of 
the Lord descended from heaven 
he came to the stone and rolled 
it away, and sat himself down on 
it. His face shone like lighten- 
ing; his garments were white as 
snow. At the sight of him the 
guards shook with fear and lay 
like the dead. 

“The angel then addressed the 
womén: ‘You,’ he said, ‘have 
nothing to fear. I know you are 
looking for Jesus who was cru- 
cified. He is not here; He has 
been raised again, as He said He 
would be . 

“They hurried away from the 
tomb in awe and great joy, and 
ran to tell the disciples. Suddenly 
Jesus was there in their path. He 
gave them his greeting, and they 
came up and clasped His feet, 
falling prostrate before Him. 
Then Jesus said. to them, “‘Do 
not be afraid. Go and take word 
to my brothers that they are to 
leave for Galilee. They will see 
me there.”’ 

In their preface, the transla- 
tors of the King James version 
said that their purpose was to 
provide “a more exact transla- 
tion of the scriptures into the 
English tongue” and thus ‘‘to 
make God’s holy truth to be 
more and more known unto the 
people.” 

The translators of “The New 
English Bible,’ motivated by the 
same purpose, expressed in their 
preface the hope that ‘‘under the 
providence of Almighty God this 
translation may open the truth 
of the Scriptures to many who 
have been hindered in their ap- 
proach to it by barriers of lan-

Of Mentally Ill 


“THIS IS SOMETHING only another parent with the 
game problem can understand,”’ said Mrs. L. ‘‘A doctor can’t 
feel it, a neighbor can't feel it. The only person who knows 
what it’s like is another parent who's had the same hurt.” 

Mi Mrs. L.’s problem is her 
little boy who is mentally 
ill. For the year that he 
has been in treatment, she 
has wished there were 
some group she might join, 
some organization where 
she could receive, per- 
haps give help, a parents’ 
group such as parents of 
mentally retarded and oth- 
er handicapped children 
have. 
“Now I've found there’s 
such an organization on a 
national level,” she told 
me in our first phone con- 
versation. “‘] want to start 
a local chapter. How can 
I go about it? You can’t 
just put a sign on the 
lawn. Will you help me?” 
Mrs. L. (who will re- 
main anonymous for the 
purposes of this column) already had enlisted the aid of a 
sympathetic professional, Dr. Morvin A. Wirtz, superintend- 
ent of the Special District for the Education and Training of 
Handicapped Children. Last week at Dr. Wirtz’s office I met 
Mrs. L., an attractive blond young mother, and we made 
plans for the new organization.

The first meeting of the St. Louis chapter of the 
National Organization for Mentally Ill Children, Inc., 
will be held at 8:30 p.m. on Wednesday, March 29, at 
Mrs. L.’s home. Parents who would like to know more 
about the meeting should call Dr. Wirtz at WO 2-4567. 


“It’s difficult to get something like this going,” said Mrs. 
L., ‘because you can’t contact parents; they must come vol- 
untarily. But in the East this organization has accomplished 
great things, comparable to what parents of retarded children 
do here.”’ ‘ 
Dr. Wirtz, active in the beginning of the retarded chil- 
dren’s organization, explained that the field of the mentally 
- fil child is even newer and less known to the public. His 
Special District does not have responsibility over them, al- 
though a few states are passing legislation to include these 
children in similar programs. Needed legislation, improved 
services are among NOMIC’s goals. 
“But there’s more than that,”’ said Mrs. L. ‘‘In the man- 
ual here it tells how Bellevue Hospital in New York held a 
meeting for parents of schizophrenic children, and, ‘For the 
first time the parents discussed themselves and their children 
without shame or guilt. The simple knowledge that others 
shared the pain and feeling of helplessness was enormously 
. important.’ 


“Without shame or guilt,” she repeated. ‘When a 
child is born with a crooked arm, everyone knows it 
and no one blames the parents. But this is different. 
You don’t want to admit it. I kept my head in the sand 
a long time, believing friends who said, “You’ve only 
had girls; now you know what it’s like to have a boy’ 
« » » yet knowing something was wrong. 


‘The trouble is,”’ she continued, ‘‘the disturbed child looks 
so normal, often acts normal. Then he throws a tantrum 
and you're conscious of others looking at you as if to say, 
‘If that were MY child’ or ‘All that child needs. . Her 
voice trailed: off. 

“I don’t know why I'd feel better to know there are others 
with this problem, but somehow just to speak of it in the 
open, to stop talking in whispers would help. Maybe it would 
help them, too.” 

She smiled, again optimistic about this vast enterprise. 
“TI hope others feel the same way,’’ she said. ‘I hope our 
house isn’t big enough to hold all the people on March 29.”

BOTH MRS. LULU H. WIL- 
LIAMS of Quitman, Ga., and 
Mrs. G. B. Mounger of McKin- 
ney, Tex., are 104 years old. 
They were born in 1856, the year 
the first railroad train crossed 
the Mississippi river. 

Both lived through the Civil 
War as little girls, Aunt Lu Wil- 
liams as a slave and Granny 
Mounger as the daughter of a 
slaveowner. Both have outlived 
their contemporaries by more 
than half a century, subsisting 
for more than 100 years on a 
diet that would confound most 
dietitians and perplex medica! 
researchers seeking the cause 
of heart disease. 

They have lived mainly on 
proteins and carbohydrates — 
terms not in their vocabularies— 
feeding themselves almost ex- 
clusively on potatoes, corn 
bread and fried pork. They have 
boiled their vegetables to death, 
bubbling them for hours with a 
piece of fat pork that coated 
each mouthful with a thin film 
of animal grease. 

They have never heard of 
cholesterol, produced by fatty 
diets—a probable cause of heart 
disease, the nation’s number one 
killer. 

Today in the rest home where 
she has lived for the last six 
years, white-haired Granny 
Mounger is not exactly happy 
with the food she is being served. 
“T tell you, hon,"’ she says, her 
eyes twinkling and her hands 
smoothing the apron she always 
wears, ‘“‘they don’t put enough 
salt in it. And it would taste 
much better if they'd plop in a 
nice fat piece of pork.” The 
rest-home physician, following 
the tenets of modern medical 
practice, has prescribed a light- 
salt, light-fat diet for. her, but 
104-year-old Granny is not much 
impressed. 

Aunt Lu Williams lives with 
her daughter in a scrubbed yel- 
low house on a dirt street shad- 
ed by oaks with straggly beards 
of Spanish moss. Quitman is a 
small Georgia town tied strong- 
ly to agriculture, and Aunt Lu, 
widowed for 40 years, is tied 
strongly to the land and to its 
products. At ‘the death of her 
farmer-preacher husband, ‘‘Par- 
son T,” she took his place to 
produce the corn and cotton he 
had raised. Her way of living 
and her diet have not changed 
since she was a Florida planta- 
tion slave 100 years ago. 

She still eats her collard or 
turnip greens boiled with a piece 
of side meat. She loves corn 
bread and corn-dodgers, some- 
times dipped into the pot liquor 
of the boiled greens, and she 
eats fried pork when she can 
afford it. She drinks two or three 
glasses of buttermilk a day, as 
she has done much of her life, 
and she has been drinking cof- 
fee since she was old enough to 
hold a cup. She is not fond of 
sweet food, but for 85 years has 
taken an occasional glass of 
“sweetening water’’—cane syrup 
and water — as an energizing 
pick-up when she is “‘too tired 
to eat.”’ 

The dietary habits of Aunt Lu 
and Granny Mounger are fairly 
typical of the 402 oldsters in 
this study. 


Perhaps our oldsters have 
unconsciously hit upon — or 
been forced to use—a basic 
diet for long, healthy life.

What «is meaningful in the 
dietary customs of these old peo- 
ple is not what they eat, but 
their insistence on ‘“‘plain food.”’ 

However, there is another as- 
pect to their diet that emerges 
with strong implications. This is 
the amount they eat. 

For centuries doctors have 
warned that gluttony kills more 
people than the sword. Mon- 
taigne said, ‘‘Man does not die; 
he kills himself:’’ Old Dr. Kitch- 
iner warned about overeating 
and said, “If the spirit of re- 
juvenation be ever discovered it 
will be found in the kitchen.” 


But millions of Americans 
have spent too much time look- 
ing—and eating—in the kitchen, 
despite the statistics of life in- 
surance companies that con- 
demn fatness. 


Americans have: been told 
again and again that people who 
are very much overweight seem 
to be more susceptible to cer- 
tain disedses, may have less_re- 
sistance to infection and even 
tend to have more accidents 
than slim people. 


But the well-fed American 
nods in agreement even as he 
raids the refrigerator during 
television commercials, joins 
gourmet clubs to stuff himself 
with unneeded, albeit delicious, 
calories and eats pastry and 
doughnuts with the coffee-break 
he considers essential to his 
mental well-being despite what 
it does to his body. We do these 
things, and all too often we die 
too early. 

Mrs. Henrietta Dull of Atlanta 
is 96. One of the nation’s first 
newspaper food editors, she 
wrote for the Atlanta Journal for 
25 years, retiring in 1945 when 
she was 81.

by declarer is not as difficult 
as it is sometimes made out to 
be. There are nearly always 
clues he can obtain from the 
bidding or the early plays by 
the defense which can guide him 
to the correct line of play. 


The hardest part of declarer’s. 


task is to diagnose. how the 
cards held by the defenders are 
divided. If he could see the op- 
ponent’s cards, he would seldom 
have trouble making the maxi- 
mum number of tricks. 

Here is a hand that demon- 
strates how declarer is able to 
read the opponents’ cards. South 
gets a heart lead, which he wins 
with the queen. He can count 


as sure tricks a spade, two 
hearts, and four clubs. He has 
to develop two more tricks to 
make the contract, and he must 
do this before West establishes 
his heart suit. How should he 
proceed? 

To begin with, South should 
have a pretty good idea where 
the outstanding high cards are 
located. He sees between dum- 
my’s hand and his own 28 of 
the 40 high-card points in the 
deck. 

Since West opened the bidding, 
it is surely reasonable to cred- 
it him with the 12 points that 
are missing. Once this conclu- 
sion is drawn, it becomes a rel- 
atively easy matter to play the 
hand to the best advantage. 

It can hardly be right to go 
over to dummy with a club for 
the purpose of leading the jack 
of spades to take a finesse. Such 
a finesse, if taken, is preor- 
dained to lose, and with the loss 
of the finesse would go the con- 
tract. 

Instead, South leads a low 
spade from his hand at trick 
two. He knows that if West goes 
up with the king the contract is 


_ made. This is because South ob- 


tains three spade tricks instead 
of the one he started with. 

Declarer also knows that if 
the king is not played, the jack 
will win the trick. Since this is 
trick number eight for South, 
all that he now has to do is 
establish a diamond to produce 
trick number nine.

DEAR DR. MOLNER: I am 47, nearly deaf, and wear 
‘@ powerful hearing aid. My hearing loss is over 90 per cent 
“and began 30 years ago. I saw a specialist about a fenestra- 
tion operation, but he said it would not help much, as the 
hearing nerve was weak and would be further damaged by 
the operation. There is a new stapes mobilization operation 
being performed on which local information is vague. I would 
like your comment and the risk involved. L.W. 


Basically the fenestration and stapes mobilization 
operations are for the same purpose—to let the sound 
waves reach the auditory nerve. If the nerve has been 
damaged, getting the sound waves there is fruitless. 
I never like to throw cold water on anybody’s hopes, 
but I think cold water is better than an attempt to 
raise your hopes without factual basis. We don’t know 
how to put life back in an auditory nerve that has 
been damaged.

On CBS, Sullivan’s network, 
Douglas Edwards devoted two

terview with Sullivan, Ed was 
grim, serious and righteous. 
To a CBS staff reporter’s ques- 
tion as to why the debate was 
called off, he glared at the 
camera and said, “Paar 
welshed;. choked up and ran 
out.”’ 

That was the end of it as 
far as CBS was concerned. 

Hope for a debate flared 
again when the, Paar show 
started. Hugh Downs, wearing 
an anxious expression and a 
natty blue suit, came out and 
said earnestly that we were 
about to witness “‘an unusual 
and important television 
event. 

This proved to be a bit of an 
overstatement. Paar came out: 
sat down facing the camera 
and for 50 minutes—including 
time out for the commercials 
—told us what he thought of 
Sullivan. He started by saying 
that ‘‘Mr. Sullivan has proved 
to be as honest as he is tal- 
ented.’’ Almost an hour later, 
he wound up by stating “Ed 
Sullivan is a liar.’’ In between 
it was pretty much the same, 
and it was a long 50 minutes. 

I tell you it was a long, tiring 
evening. Just what it proved
